Some Simple Ways,

We are always humiliated if the 


skin is diseased, especially if the 
face is marred by a chronic erup- 
tion. Some skin diseases are c-m- 


Hve 
from childhood to old age 


without having some sort of skin 
trouble. 


Among the rarer diseases is "der- 


matitis herpetiformis" or "Duh- 
nngs disease." 


This long name will seem simp- 


ler if I tell you just what it means. 
Dermatitis is the word used for 
any intlammation of the skin. Her- 
pctiformis is a word which signi- 
fies "blister." 


You will see, then, that derma- 


titis herpetifoimis is a disea&e of 
the skin, characterized by inflam- 
mation and the formation of blis- 
ters. 


This disease, 
like many 
other 


forms of dermatitis, causes intense 
itching. 
Likewise it has a ten- 


dency to recur frequently, which 
is the common thing in dermatitis. 


It is met in both sexes and at 


any age. but usually between the 
years of twenty and forty. 


There are several exciting causes 


which we find In most forms o'f 
dermatitis—worry, fatigue, shock, 
ill-health and exposure to cold. 
The body is liable to many attacks, 
Including dermatitis herpetifornus, 
if the powers of resistance are 
'owered from any cause 


Ws can never exclude toxemia 


—body poison 
Any infection or 


disease of long standing and pro- 
ducing poisons may have its ef- 
fect on the skin. 


Some skin diseases appear to un- 


dermine the health, but this one 
does not. The victim may have 
pronounced skin symptoms and 
yet feel perfectly well. 


The itching is worse at night, and 


Is intense. Indeed, the skin may be 
so inflamed as to be actually pain- 
ful 
The sensation may t>e that of 


burning. 
Whatever the form of 


pain or disturbance, it breaks the 
rest and prevents sleep.

for shipowners, marine operators 
and the public Is announced by the 
Federal Telegraph Company as an 
adjunct to its sliip-to-shore -wire- 
less service. The company Is pre- 
pared, according to Its local man- 
ager, W. K. Powell, to obtain any 
information regardwing the posi- 
tion or movements of steamships in 
the North Pacific, for any inquirer, 
free. 


AH that is necessary, Powell said, 


is to call the company by telephone, 
ask for the "rriarine department" 
and place the inquiry. If the in- 
formation desired requires investi- 
gation on the part of the company, 
the marine department will call 
back as soon as the facts have been 
obtained. If the request for infor- 
mation involves Inquiry from any 
other of the Pacific Coast ports 
where the company maintains offi- 
ces, the inquiry will be made by tel- 
egraph over the company's own 
lines, at once, and at no cost to-the 
inquirer, he added. 


"We want the public to know 


that we have a marine department 
which is- at Jts service," Powell 
said. "We would like to have it 
form the habit of turning to us for 
any sort of information, any tlme; 
regarding the position or move- 
ment of any steamship in the North 
Pacific. If we have not got it we 
•s-ill make a very earnest effort to 
get it at once, .and in. no case •will 
there be any charge made for any 
service of this character. 


"The fact that we have our own 


radio and telegraph circuits link- 
ing up the important Pacific Coast 
ports enables ua to obtain informa- 
tion from other points quickly and 
accurately for those who desire to 
make use of this marine depart- 
ment service."
